AUTHORITIES WORRIED BY GROWING NAXALITE INFLUENCE 
BK1.1452 New Delhi INDIAN EXPRESS in English 12 Jan 81 p 5 


[Text] Chandigarh, Jan 11 (UNI)--The law and order authorities in Punjab are 
feeling gravely concerned at the activities of Naxalites in the state, who are 
now ruyorted to have made inroads into schools. 


After having successfully infiltrated into colleges, the Naxalite activists had 
also found their way into the industrial training institutes in the state. 


Official sources here said “he educational institutions were being invaded by 
teachers with Naxalite ai. , primarily to influence students. 


The current drive was < -ntreted in the districts of Bhatinda, Sangrur and 
Jullundur. Some parts oi .opar, Patiala, Hoshiarpur and Amritsar districts had 
also been included, the sources said. 


The movement, the sources said, was in pursuance of the top-secret "oil spot 
strategy" of the Naxalites, to enlarge their area of influence. 


The “oil spot strategy" was based on the fact that if oil was sprinkled on a 
bucketful of water, numerous oil spots were formed. The water, when stirred and 
allowed to rest, would have one big oil spot floating on the surface. 


The strategy was aimed at creating small pockets of influence all over the state 
to unite them at a suitable time. 


The sour-es, who believe that the recent students’ agitation in Punjab was engi- 
neered by Naxalites, said they had "adopted" strategic pockets in the low-lying 
backward areas along the Sutlej Beas and Ravi Rivers. 


These areas made favourable breeding ground for Naxalities owing to their backward- 
ness. The socio-economic condition of the people there was being exploited, the 
sources said, adding that some of the people there were also being trained in sub- 
versive activities. 


After the reported large-scale "killing" of Naxalites in Punjab in what were 
official!y stated to be “police encounters” in the early 70's the activists had 
taken a low stance. They had now reorganised themselves, the sources said. 


They did not rule out possession of sophisticated arms by the Naxalites, some of 
whom were understood to be highly educated. 


Meanwhile, police were having a hard time tracing the lesders as they frequently 
changed their names and guise, the sources added.

[Text] In the five-year period since the complete victory of the revolution 
production and exports of the Peoples’ Democratic Republic of Laos have been 
organized and exports and imports have been well controlled. The annual volume 
of goods has increased incrementally and has strongly expanded economic relations 
of our country with the outside world. 


Now the trading partners of the Peoples’ Democratic Republic of Laos number more 
than 10 throughout the world including mostly fraternal socialist countries and 
some capitalist countries that are able to cooperate on the basis of mutual 
equality and benefit and mutual respect for independence and sovereignty. All 
thie creates conditions for facilitating national economic expansion and steady 
improvement of living conditions of our multi-ethnic people. 


Trade generally operates under the policy guidance of the party and state and 
specifically in accordance with the provisions of resolution no 7. The framework 
for our country to exchange goods with foreign countries is composed of the guide- 
lines and principles of national economic development. Thus in building sources 
of exports we have organized purchase and storage of goods and production of goods 
of high value to be exported and sold abroad. Examples are wood, wood products, 
coffee, false cardamom, native handicrafts, salt, alabaster, stick lac, soda, etc. 


Turning to imports we have also purchased needed imports and have secured non- 
reimbursable aid from socialist countries and international organizations. Exam- 
ples are consumer goods for agricultural production and building a new life for 
the people of Laos. To carry out these duties by means of foreign aid and trade 
two import-export companies have been set up. 


Under conditions where our country is progressing from small-scale production to 
socialist, large-scale production our country's trade with foreign countries has 
encountered numerous difficulties, for one thing because our country has no outlet 
to the sea. In addition our enemies have never abandoned their plots to destroy 
our economy. 


Under the leadership of the Lao Peoples’ Revolutionary Party the current manage- 
ment of foreign trade activities has been clearly divided between state government 
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and state enterprises. This arrangement makes it possible for state enterprises 
to conduct the business of trade with great efficiency and to make the purchase, 
sale, exchange, and distribution of goods more convenient, Statistics for the 
firec six months of 1980 show that our foreign trade has progressed tremendously 
when compared with previous years. 


Trade with neighboring countries is conducted via two methods: government-to- 
government--exports consist of coffee, false cardamom, wood and forest products 
and imports are consumer goods, medicines, etc.--and people-to-people trade which 
is conducted along the borders. 


In socialist bloc trade we export coffee beans, wood, and wooden manufactures 
while the types of goods we import from fraternal socialist countries are goods 
used in daily life, implements for use in production and construction, and heavy 
machinery. Most of this is sent to us by socialist countries, in excess of the 
value of our exports to them, in the form of aid. 


Operating under the slogan “Use trade as the harness to encourage production 
work!," after imported goods are received at border depots, the central trading 
companies sell them to provincial trading companies to be distributed for sale to 
cadres, combatants, and people at the production bases. 


Even though in the past this work has been hampered by the lack of export-import 
shipping routes, thanks to the attention paid to it by higher levels, it has shown 
solid progress. 


The entirety of this represents favorable conditions for greatly facilitating 
foreign trade of which the more it rises the more it will influence changes in the 
living conditions of the Lao masses to ever greater abundance.

STRENGTH OF PRIVATE INDUSTRY, TRADE IN SAVANNAKHET NOTED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 7 Nov 80 p 2 

[Article: "Savannakhet is Progressing" by Nopphalet] 
[Text] IV Industry and Trade. 

A. Industry. 


Savannakhet is a province where industry has been developed. The industrial sector 
of the economy is divided into two parts, the state sector and the private sector. 
In the state sector there are 7 sawmills, a rice mill, 2 bakeries, a fish sauce 
plant, a vehicle repair plant, a carpentry plant, a foundry, a carbonated beverage 
plant, a noodle factory, a tailoring plant, a kalem plant, a chalk factory and a 
rubber bag factory. Besides these there are also privately-owned factories, i.e., 
5 sawmills, a plowshare factory, an ice plant, 18 rice mills, a carpentry plant, a 
tailoring plant, 4 smoothing plants, 6 large vehicle repair shops, 3 bakeries, and 
2 wooden furniture plants. 


These privately-owned factories are under the direct guidance of the state and are 
obligated to form a portion of the capital of the state. 


B. Popular Handicrafts. 


After the liberation of our nation the people of Savannakhet Province who already 
possessed firm confidence, ambition, and creative minds worked hard in concert to 
restore and build production of hanatcvafts. Today throughout Savannakhet Province 
there are 364 blacksmith wits, 9 pottery units, 4 boiled salt units, and 25,352 
weaving looms plus silkworm raising and basket weaving, etc. 


Even though the production of these factories and of the people of the province 
is not capable of satisfying demand it does represent partial satisfaction and a 
good foundation for advancing to self-sufficiency in the future. 


C. Trade. 


In order to achieve steady improvement in the living conditions of cadres, workers, 
and multi-ethnic people during the past five years the administrative authorities 
of Savannakhet Province and the provincial department of trade have concentrated 
on expanding siate stores and have opened 25 new ones bringing the total in the 
province to 37 or an average of 4 or more in each district. 
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Couplec with this expansion of state trading outlets, the provincial department 

of trade has urged the people to establish cooperative stores widely. There are 
throughout Savannakhet Province 56 cooperative stores including 40 which have 

been established in the past five years. In Savannakhet City there is a cooperative 
slaughterhouse wiich provides daily service to the market. 


D. Market Controls and Private Commerce. 


In the past five years, operating in accordance with party and state guidelines 
and on the basis of actual conditions in the province, the administrative authori- 
ties of Savannakhet Province have concentrated on controlling and guiding private 
trade and have or;anized it into units with strict inspection and registration. 
Currently there are 495 private stores and 7 private markets in Savannakhet 
Province. 


These activities have played not a small role in achieving a steady improvement in 
the living conditions of the people of Savannakhet Province.

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PREVLOUS TAX, PURCHASING POLICIES CRITICIZED, NEW POLICY UNVEILED 
Vientiane SLANG PASASON in Lao 7 Nov 80 pp 1, 4 
[Editorial: "Ware Praise for Agricultural Tax and Rice Purchasing Policies") 


[Excerpt] In a few days our young Peoples’ Democratic Republic of Laos will 

enter ite sixth year. We are proud to observe that by making use of the strength, 
intelligence, wealth, even the flesh and blood of all classes of patriotic and 
socialismloving people, such as workers, farmers, cadres, soldiers, and intel- 
lectuale, our country has overcome numerous obstacles not just to remain in 
existence but to make general and appropriate growth. At no previous time in 
history have our people had as much mastery over their country, as quch honor and 
glory, and as much steady improvement in living conditions and has our country had 
such great statue and roles in world political circles as they do today. 


Nevertheless our highest hopes have yet to be attained. Our path is still strewn 
with obstacles. Poverty and backwardness, both evil legacies of the otd system, 
etill persiet. The imperialists and international reactionaries who are the 
enemies of peace, independence, and prosperity are still seeking to destroy our 
efforts. We cannot eliminate these enemies with our bare hands. We have friends 
to aid us materially and psychologically but if we do not have internal strength 
we will not be able to settle basic disputes. Therefore the campaign to lift 
ourselves up, to sustain ourselves, and to build our own strength is a decisive 
element for the success of our struggle and is something for us to take pride in. 
There probably are many ways to accomplish this but, based on the special 
characteristics of our country and people, agricultural taxes and purchasing of 
agricultural production are the best bets. This year the collective and private 
farmers in our country, having been enlightened by resolutions of the party central 
committee, having become better trained and organized, and having gained experience 
from fighting natural disasters for two consecutive years, have been able to 
increase agricultural production above all previous years. This has brought the 
people happiness and deeper faith in and involvement with the new system. Our 
people are determined to preserve and build the new system in the form of paying 
agricultural taxes in accordance with their duty to the nation as well as selling 
rice to the state in order to gain income to improve living conditions and to 


expand production especially to push production during this dry season. 


Although agricultural tax collections and rice purchases have been performed be- 
fore, experience of the past several years confirms that localities that under- 
estimate indoctrination and rely on issuance of ordera not only are unable to 








fulfill their quotas for tax collection and rice purchases but also generate 
harmful effecte on the belief of the people in the policies of the party and 

state and if that te not enough they are soft spote for the enemy to take ad- 
vantage of disagreements among cadres to sew division between the people and the 
party and the estate and to confuse the situation. The organizations guiding tax 
collection and rice purchasing have an interrelationship with every problem and 
every sector and it ie necessary that they all be worked on and that many problems 
be solved simultaneously. There quet be coordination with trade plans and 
monetary plans, These two areas are closely interrelated as goods must be pre- 
pared and at the same time preparations must be made to have money in every locali- 
ty to disburse as rice is purchased and there gust be goods to sell to the people 
#0 money will circulate and preserve a balance between expenditures and receipts 
at a certain level. Another problem is that there must be a firm grasp of the 
relationship between money and trade, i.e., between collection and purchasing. 

For example, when all taxes are collected in a canton, the tax collection cadres 
muet turn over all tax rice to trade officials separately and there must be 
absolutely no mixing of accounts for tax rice and purchased rice. 


This te because tax rice is the source of local budget revenue whereas rice pur- 
chasing is a commercial enterprise. Nevertheless in the conduct of tax collection 
and rice purchasing the two departments must aid, support, and cooperate closely 
with each other. 


In addition there must be better coordination with transport so rice can be hauled 
to granaries. There gust be coordination of tax collection and rice purchasing 
plans with the propaganda machinery so the people can be mobilized to pay their 
taxes and to sell rice to the state. At the same time there must be timely 
countering of distorted enemy propaganda. There must be close coordination with 
military and peace-keeping activities and policies regarding agricultural taxes, 
purchase prices, and industrial goods prices to farmers must be coordinated be- 
cause if these policies are not right there will be great losses. It would 

impact adversely on rice collection and purchasing ae well as on increased produc- 
tion by the people. 


The performance of this work is very involved. Therefore party committees and 
administrative authorites at all levele must make plans for their own jurisdictions 
so that the work will be done well. At the same time there muet be effective con- 
trol of collected and purchased rice. There should be absolutely no carelessness 
or mindlessness which result in a useless loss of state property. 
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SAVANNAKHET ROAD NETWORK DESCRIBED 
Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 8 Nov 80 p 2 
{[Article: “Savannakhet ie Progressing™ by Nopphalat | 


[Text] Savannakhet ie a province with an extensive road network divided into 
three classes with a total length of 8,095 kilometers. Strategic highways, which 
are the responsibility of the central government total 400 [sic] kilometers in 
Length including 249 kilometere of route 9 and 161 kilometers of route 13 as it 
passes through Savannakhet. There are 12 provincial highwaye totalling 510 
kilometers in length which are the responsibility of the provincial department of 
public works. There are 51 kilometers of route 11 from Savannakhet to Kengkok, 
50 kilometers of route 25 from Phin District to Sepa-eum, 4] kilometere of route 
28 from Savannakhet to Saravane Province, 45 kilometers of the road from 
Savannakhet to Kengkabao, 8 kilometers from route 13 to Nongeaphang, 47 kilometers 
from route 13 to Ban Dan, 27 kilometers from Kengkok to Lahanam, 40 kilometers 
from Lahanam to Thapasum, 42 kilometers from route 13 to Houei Mun, 18 kilometers 
from route 13 to Heuan Hin, 20 kilometers from route 9 to Sakhin via Khok Hinkea, 
and 105 kilometers from route 9 to Nhommalat in Khammouan Province. District and 
canton roads total 7,225 kilometers in length and are the responsibility of the 
people. Highways in Savannakhet Province make it possible to go from Savannakhet 
City to all eight districts, every canton, and about 80 percent of all the 
villages. 


In the past five years the Savannakhet Province Department of Public Works, 
Communication, and Transport has constructed 67 kilometers of new road and have 
concentrated especially on upgrading the roads mentioned including 10 kilometers 
repaved with asphalt. In addition they have built 22 steel bridges with a total 
length of 622 meters to replace wooden bridges or ones that had been destroyed. 


Of che roads mentioned, strategic and provincial highways can be counted on to 
carry traffic and transport all year long. Some district and canton roads can be 
counted on only in the dry season. 


Besides land communications routes Savannakhet Province has water communications 
routes, namely the Mekong River, Sebangfai, and Sebanghian, and air communications 
routes, namely Savannakhet-Vientiane and Savannakhet -Pakese. 


Based on these conditions the Savannakhet Province Transport Unit will be able to 
haul a total of 913,198 tons of goods a total of 11,533,045 ton/kilometers. In 
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addiction passenger travel, which te organised ae a state enterprise and a bus 
owners association, operates 14 land routes and 3 water routes and ie capable of 
carrying a total of 1,227,397 passengers. 


These accomplishments play an important role in improving living conditions, 
building the economy and spreading culture within the province. 
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SAVANNAKHET FORESTRY EXPLOITATION, STATISTICS REPORTED 
[Vientiane SIANG PASASON in Lao 6 Nov 80 p 2 
{[Article: "“Savannakhet is Progressing" by Napphalat ) 


[Excerpts] II Forestry. 


Savannakhet is a province with abundant natural forests which are valuable 
national resources. They cover a total area of 328,300 hectares. The broadest 
area with the most trees is the Phu Sanghe jungle but under the old regime with 
reactionaries, militariests, and capitalists unashamedly competing with one another 
to scoop up these resources to build their own fortunes plus the ten years of 
terrible destruction by the American imperialists in the air war have reduced the 
area covered by thie broadest forest to only 43 percent. 


A. Preservation of Forests. 


In addition propaganda has mobilized over 530 families from mountainous regions to 
abandon shifting cultivation and take up rice paddy farming. This hae reduced the 
destruction of forests due to shifting cultivation techniques. 


B. Surveys, Inepections and Planning. 


Recognizing the value of forests, since 1976 the Savannakhet Province Department 
of Agriculture and Forests has been conducting an urgent inspection of forest 
areas which as of now has been completed over almost 100,000 hectares. Included 
therein are the Dong Lav Forest in Sepon District with an area of 32,182 hectares 
and a total timber quantity of 35,000 cubic meters composed mainly of maikacha, 
maibak, maila-en, maisakham, maipeui, and gurjun-oil trees and the Phu Viang 
Forest with an area of 50,000 hectares and a timber quantity of 43,000 cubic 
meters composed mainly of gurjun-oil trees, maibak and maihualon which are types 
of wood quite valuable for construction use. 


In addition they have urged the districts to keep up with forest conditions, to 
set aside forest reserves, and to help inspect for exploitation. 


C. Nurseries and Reforestation. 


Continuing to improve and expand the two existing nurseries at kilometer post 4 
and Nonglom which cover 10.5 hectares, during the past five years the provincial 





forestry department has given special attention to nurseries and reforestation. 
As of now they have been able to raise over 762,200 seedlings and this number of 
seedlings has been distributed to offices, organizations, and other production 
unite which have planted them on 105 hectares. Most have been native trees such 
ae maikha, maikhem, maibak and teak. 


Planting of trees is done in two ways: seedlings are grown in nurseries and 

then transplanted or they are grown in forests directly. In addition the province 
has set a basic policy on tree planting to get people all over the province to 
plant income producing trees. It also urges the districts to establish their own 
nurseries in order to d‘stribute more seedlings to the people. 


D. Extraction. 


In the past five years ating under party and state guidance regarding making 
agriculture and forestry the foundation for expanding industry, the Savannakhet 
Province party comm‘ttee and administrative authorities have urged the districts 
and departments concerned to gather old logs cut by capitalists and use them for 
production and sale. In addition, they have organized extraction of timber, with 
the state acting directly as the extractor, and have extracted 33,359,554 cubic 
meters. 


E. Processing. 


In order to satisfy the demands of national construction following restoration of 
mille and factories the workers of sawmills throughout Savannakhet Province 
have resolutely mastered their duties. From 1978 through June 1980 they have 
been able to produce a total of 5,306,085 cubic meters of finished lumber.

GROWTH RATE--Economic Planning Minister Gerardo Sicat told newsmen on 3 December 
that the estimated growth rate of the grose national product for 1961 has been 
ecaled down to 5.5 percent, about the same as this year. The 1981 estimate was 
lowered in October from 6.5 to 6 percent. The minister blamed the revision on the 
increasing cost of imported crude. The country needs about 235,000 barrels of oil 
a day and imports 90 percent of thie amount. The cost was $1.44 billion during the 
firet 10 months of thie year, or 27 percent of import payments.

{Text} At long last the Sri Lankan security services have awoken from their 
slumber to the realities of 20th century global politics. Sri Lanka ie no longer 
Lipton's tea garden under the protection of the colonial armour. We are indepen- 
dent and have to protect ourselves now. We are strictly non-aligned, therefore 
we must be more self-confident and assuring. 


Geographically Sri Lanka is in a very enviously etrategic location. And that makes 
us more vulnerable than others. Today international politics centers a great deal 
on Asta and we are the cynosure of many an Asian desk in foreign and defence 
offices of the major power blocs. 


Therefore it is up to our own intelligence network to feel the sense of any 
clandestine activity against the security and sovereignty of the state. 


In many instances even in recent times they have been found wanting in their duty. 


For inetance, a few months ago some British mercenaries arrived in Sri Lanka, 
stayed in hoteles at Negombo and at Mount Lavinia, went to the neighbouring Maldive 
Islands, in an attempt to assassinate the republic's president. They returned to 
Colombo and went on to London but our security was blissfully ignorant of all this. 
What was worse is that British intelligence had given an alert to our own intelli- 
gence men about these mercenaries. 


Big powers, rich countries and revolutionary organisations financially backed by 
them, thrive on internal chaos of another country. As a result they find like- 
minded groups in countries and politically minded Sri Lanka is certainly no excep- 
tion. 


The Defence Ministry is therefore, to be complimented for its move, even at this 
already late stage, to invite the attention of our foreign office to keep a tab 

on foreign missions in the country which are funding these so-called revolutionary 
groups which have no faith in the parliamentary democratic process because the . 
people, the voters of this country have turned them out on a number of occasions. 











Many leaders of these splinter organisations with the financial assistance of these 
miseione keep the cadre militant and give the vociferous ones a few crumbs in the 
form of overseas jaunte while keeping for themselves the plums. 


We see in neighbouring countries political turmoil of the woret kind, Democracy 
through elected representatives has helped Sri Lanka to keep ite head up in this 
regional turmoil. But there are many, and the number is increasing, with vested 
interest motivated only by personal considerations who are not interested in repre- 
sentative democracy because they have been rejected by the people. 


If they want to folet themselves upon an unwilling people with or without external 
assistance, then they must be severely dealt with. For, that our intelligence 
network must be more vigilant, rather than merely following their archaic practices. 
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
